Greeks Attack the Turks at Grib- 
oro With Great Dash 
and Spirit. 



Kiiig George's Troops Are Making 
Desperate Efforts to Capture 
Frevesa. 



A UT A, May 14 (G i>'clock).— Desperate 
lighting liaa bean iu piogi-esB till day 
iieiirGriboro, on tlie ro.id to Filippiadii. 
Two brigades of Greeks witb many j^uns, 
two comnaniea ot eappera and a squad of 
cavalry attacked the Turks, who are al- 
most without artillery. The Greeks 
forced tho first Turkish line of defense, 
btit met witli a stubborn reaistauee at 
tlie eecond. In several places tlie infau- 
tiy were bo close to the cannon that the 
bayonets could be used. Already 500 of 
the Greeks are hors de combat. The 
battle continneaas thisdiapatch ia being 
Eent. 

-Nine p,na. — The ligliting at Griboro 
has ceased, iind the CI reeks have oc- 
cupied various heights in the neighbor- 
hood; Twenty-five officers and four 
hundred men are hors de combat. The 
battle win bo resumed to-morrow. 
Since 4 o'clock tliis afternoon the stun- 
boat ilolilla has been attacking Xico- 
polia from inside the Galf ofAmbracei, 
witl^a Bimultaneous attack proceeding 
Iron^the land. The Turkish batteries 
repliibd vigorously, and fjruil.v resisted 
the attack. The coming of darkness 
atopped the engngement. All tbe C^reek 
illorts are now concentrated on captur- 
ng Nicopolia and i'reveaa before ad- 
vancing to Pentepighadia. 

DoMOKoa, May 14. — (7 p.m.) — The 
Ptirka liavQ retired in the direction of 
Pliarealoa. 

LoNiJON', ilay 15. — The Athena cor- 
respondent of the Bully Chronicle says : 
" The Turks who had' taken refuge at 
Griboro were largely reialorced during 
the night (Thursday), and received tbe 
attacks of the Greeks on Friday with a 
terrific fire. The' Greeks retired with a 
lose of 500 men." 

Except for the fighting in Kpirua the 
Turco-llellonic situation is virtually un- 
chaneed from what it was yesterday, 
It is tolerable certain tliat only a few 
Greek troopa lumiiin in Doniokoa, the 
liiilk of Conalantine'a army having been 
withdrawn to Lamia, where it will be in 
closer coinmanicatlon with General 
Molenaki. 

Lo.vDO.N, May 14. — Tbe correspondent 
of the Timea at Athens Bays: "The re- 
sumptipn oi ofTeneive operatioas in £pi- 
rns^'gireaUy-i-oempIienteB the eituatibn, 
and tends to hamper the negotiations 
for peace. The evident intention of tbe 
Greek commander is to capture the 
Turkish positions there in order to show 
that they have been defeated." 

In an interview to-day M, Halli, the 
premier, repeated liia statement that 
iinmanitarian motives are responsible 
for the advance in Epiriis, but bo did 
not deny the advantages wliicb might be 
hoped for from the capture of I'reveasa 
and the occupation of the adjoining 
Turkish territory. 

" We are still at war," he said, " and 
until an armistice ia concluded Greece 
retains her 11 Ijerty of acLioii. W'e can- 
not allow ()i]r activity to be conlineii to 
Thessaly where the Turks are preponder- 
ant. The powers have hindered ue from 
acting in Crete, but Greece cannot be 
barred everywhere nor compelled to re- 
strict her operations in a limited area. 
We have done our beat lo obtain an 
amislice, and until it is at:corded we 
ii;nRt act where unci when we can. If 
we have not already prosecuted the war 
at various points and among the islands 
of the .ICgeaii, it is only because we have 
taken into consideration the auHeringa 
to which the Greek population might be 
subjected." 

Tlie government ai>parently thinks 
tliat a renewal of tlie war will linsten 
instead of retarding the aruiiatice. This 
calculation may prove to be correct, but 
It IS ritoro likely tli.'it Turkey will seize 
upon it aa an excuse for delaying the 
armistice, and will deal a crushing blow 
in Thessaly. 

Paris, May 14. — It is believed here 
there is no doubt that Germany is urg- 
ing moderation upon the Sultan of Tur- 
key. The powers, it is aeir i-officially 
intimatcil, do not intenil to 
prc^a Greece to Rurrender her 
ileet as payment of the war 
iiuiemnity which Turkey will j)robably 
ileniand. (Ireece in this reapect, it is 
added, will be allowed full liberty. The 
powers are tryii>g to niakt^ arrtingeiiienls 
lo enable (iroece to meet the deiimiulB of 
Turkey without injury lo the jjrevioufl 
creditors of GrcH'ce. 

St. PiCTiciisiiUKi; , May 14.— Following 
upon the intimation that liuesia would 
not be opposed to the administration of 
Thessaly by Turkey, it became known 
semi-oflicially thiseveningthatthediplo- 
mats are greatly concerned at the news 
recently received from Bulgaria. Dur- 
ing the pant week much a(;italion agtii nat 
Turkey has been reported both among 
the people of Hulgaria and in the JUil- 
garian army, luitl ieara are expreased 
that the popular feeling thus aroused 
may force the bauds of the government 
of Bulgaria.

with which the pamphlet was written.

Mr. Willi- 
B'.on tliinks that the magnitude of llio 
r;iihvay (inestion is hartlly appreciated, 
a;ul it is not doing him an injustice to 
Biiy that his pamphlet shows that he 
himself has as yet failed to grasp it in all 
ita phases or do more than point out a 
direction in which relief may be sought 
from present burdens and safety from 
future perils. Wc are anproacliing a 
lioint when it must be deterniinitd 
w.Tethur Canada sliail control its rnil- 
wnys, or ita railways shall control Can- 
.id.\, unil the talented editor of our 
Toronto contemporary has undoubtedly 
contributed many useful facta and sug- 
gestions towards the solution of tliis 
groat (lueatioii. He has shown excellent 
ju Igment in the manner in which he 
has placed his viewH before the |)ublic. 
The matter is well arranged, and there 
is a pleasing absence uf suporfluous 
writing. 

Mr. Williaton pleads for legislative 
control over railways, and thinks, and 
very properly 80« that the railway emii- 
initteeof the I'rivy Council ia a very 
prior makeshift f(jr thia. He wants a 
i-'iininisBioner wlio can " go to the Khi|)- 
per." He believes it possible lo ap- 
proach the railway companies in such a 
way as to convince them that there i s 
more profit in reasonable rates than in 
those which are extravagant. The priu- 
cij)le that rates shall he on the ba^in of 
'■all the Iratlic will Htand " has liia hit- 
li-r riostility. lie devotes I'oiifiiderahle 
t-piice lu an analyaia of freight char; 
and shows that some very extraordinary 
conditions in this respect exist in Can- 
ada. He very highly commends the 
Town state railway conunission, which 
jHjeaess "great and arbitrary powers," 
being able not only to regulate charges 
but to contpel the railwaya to give ade- 
quate service on branch li.,e8, to conij.el 
the erection of new stations, to settle 
claims for damages, and so on. 

We think that Mr. Williston weakens 
bis case and travels out of the record by 
attempting to eHtabliali the proposition 
that Alexander INIackenzie was right and 
Sir John Macdohald wrong in the mat- 
ter of a Canadian Pacilic railway jjolicy. 
It may be very true, as he says, that 
many people can be found all over the 
West who say that "Mackenzie was 
right," but we do not know that this 
proves anything in particular. People 
who say this, if they mean by it anything 
else than an expresaion of oi)inion 
ua to the route of the rail- 
■rvay through the mountains, lose 
sight of the ^act that the probabilitit a 
are that they would not have been in 
t le West, that there might not have 
o-.;en oven a partially developedJWest for 
yi'ara to come if Mackenzie's policy had 
pievailed. Hut all this is beside tlie 
iiiiiin question, and it would be a iiiie- 
t iko to divert attention to it and away 
ft >ui the very important matter to deal 



We confess to some disappointment 
over the facts brought out in the discus- 
sion in regard to Hudson's Bay, as print- 
ed in yesterday's Colonist. It is alto- 
gether likely that we do not uuderstaud 
the subject very well, but we have al- 
ways been of the opinion that no one dis- 
putes the navigability of both the Straits 
and the Bay. For more than a century 
the vessels of the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany made their annual trips to York 
Factory. The points upon which in- 
formation is lacking are the length of 
time during which the Strait is naviga 
Die, and whether or not it is at any time 
sufliciently clear of ice to bo safe for tlie 
large steamers that would be necessary 
to move the wheat crops that might be 
brought from the interior by rail. Our 
impression is that the Bay itself is navi- 
gable at all seasons, although shore ice 
probably forms at nearly all points to 
such an extent as to seriously impede 
landings in the winter. 

The opinion of .Vdmiral Markham may 
or may not be of value in a matter of this 
kind. .He ia undoubtedly an authority 
on navigation in" high latitudes, and the 
vessel selected may be just what would 
be needed if the intention were to pene- 
trote ice-bound waters, but we ara un- 
able to see just how the principal object 
of the expedition ia to be materially serv- 
ed by doing what everyone knows al- 
ready can be done without exceptional 
risk, namely, steam up Hudson's Strait 
and into the Bay with a very moderately 
sized vessel.

But we hope that evil will be remedied 
and that the government will see its way 
clear to remove the mineralized veins 
into Beacon Hill Park, Stanley Park or 
some other convenient locality, and erect 
lirst-class liotelsin the immediate vicinity 
for the accommodation of prospectors. 
Grievance No. U is that mechanics are 
glad to get work in sawmills. 
Mechanics, so far as we have observed . 
are usually glad to get work in sawmills 
or elsewhere. Grievance No. 4 is that 
the emigration schemes of the Canadian 
government are irot up for the benefit of 
the railways, steamahipa and hotels, am 
when an immigrant has apent his money 
he is locked up as a vagrant or else 
driven to the United States by the 
police. We believe it is tiue that the 
imuHgration policy of the government is 
for the benefit of the industries men- 
tioned, as well as every other industry 
in the country and for tlie immigrant 
himself. As to the vagrancy and forced 
exile, the only objection we have to 
make to it is that there ia not a single 
syllable of truth in it. We defy the 
Dundee paper's correspondent to name 
a single instance that will bear out his 
statement in any degree whatever.
